When Case Comes Up in 
Supreme Court June 2 


Jackson, Mich. — On Juno 2 the 


black-robed Justices of the supreme 
court of Michigan will consider 
the 


case of Fred Palm, who is serving a 
life sentence in the penitentiary here 
because police found a pint of gin in 
his home. 


On that date Palm's case will come 


up for final review. Present to plead 
for him will be Clarence Darrow, fa- 
mous criminal lawyer; Louis Cuvillier, 
Xew York assemblyman,'and other at- 
torneys. 


As the - time for the hearing ap- 


proaches. Palm's friends have been 
busy marshaling 
facts _to support 


their plea for his release. They out- 
line their case something like this: 


HAS CRIMINAL RECORD 


Palm drew a life 
sentence under 


Michigan's 
habitual criminal law, 


which makes a life term mandatory 
on tho fourth conviction of a felony. 
In 1914 he served a term in prison for 
breaking and entering; m 1S20 he was 
sentenced to the federal 
prison at 


L,eavenworth for passing counterfeit 
money; and in 1925 he was sentenced 
to six months to one year in prison 
here for violating the liquor law. The 
subsequent finding of the gin in his 
home made the list of four offenses 
complete. 


Yet, on the record 
books of the 


state prison, there are names of men, 
sent to prison 
since Palm was sen- 


tenced, who had been convicted of 
four felonies but did not receive life. 
The judge that sentenced Palm said 
that he had no option but to impose 
a life term; yet these others, some of 
them in for burglary, others for lai- 
ceny, were let off with sentences rang- 
ing from 15 months to seven years. 


In addition, Palm insists that 
he 


pleaded guilty to the charge of pos- 
sessing liquor without being earned 
that "it would make him liable to a 
life term. He also asserts that the 
police who searched his house did so 
without a seaich warrant. 


His attorneys have prepared 
an 


attack on the constitutionality of the 
habitual criminal law/and are ready 
to assert that the law classing prohibi- 
tion offenses as felonies is null and 
•x oid. 


That is the outline of the fight-

friends are particularly stressing the 
cases of other fourth offenders who 
did not get life sentences. 


OTHERS ESCAPE PEN'ALTi' 


The records at the prison, for in- 


stance, tell of one man who is serving 
a term of 18 months to five years for 
giand larceny. 
He had previously 


served 30 days in a house of coriec- 
tion, five years in the Minnesota pri-' 
son and two terms m the fedeial pri- 
son at Leavenworth, where he ^\as 
sent for peddling drugs. 


Another man is serving a term of 


seven and one-half to 13 years for 
burglary. He served one three-year 
term m the Nebraska prison and two 
Jive-year terms m the Missouri puson, 
all for burglary' 


Still another is doing one to fi\-c 


years for larceny. His record shows 
one previous imprisonment in Michi- 
gan and two in Texas. 


Palm says that when he was ar- 


laigned in the Lansing courts on the 
gin charge he pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to six months to two years 
m prison. Then, as he started to walk 
away, he says, he was called back by 
the judge and informed that because 
it was his fourth offense he would 
have to serve a life term. That, he 
says, was his first intimation that he 
faced such a severe penalty. 


WIFE AIDS PRISONER 


Palm is a barber by trade, is 3C 


and married. He has been in prison a 
little over six months; during his con- 
finement his wife has been obliged to 
sell their home to get money to live 
on. 


His lawyers do not attempt to gloss 


over his unsavory record in 
their 


picas for his release. Palm himself, 
however, insists that he was innocent 
of both the breaking and entering and 
the counterfeiting charges. 


Palm's previous record, in detail, is

CONGRESS ENDS SESSION 


iCongress has adjourned and the people 


are glad. It is always a relief to have an 
end to the legislative ordeals at Wash- 
ington, particularly those on the eve of a 
presidential election.

control of Mississippi river 
floods.

passed other bills which the 
president 


vetoed, mostly, in our opinion, with good 
reasons. The Boulder Dam raid on the 
treasury was thwarted, although it will 
come up at the next sitting as unfinished 
business. It will require an executive with 
sound views on economy and the impro- 
priety of making local undertakings 
a 


charge on the national purse to veto the 
measure if it is finally passed. The pork 
Barrel has no place in a budget system 
and it should not be permitted to creep 
into it from dark corners. Boulder dam 
belongs e'ssehtially to the old time pork 
barrel. 


It is evidently the purpose of the presi- 


dent to let the Muscle Shoals bill die for 
the want of executive approval. 
Wide 


differences of opinion exist as to what is 
the best solution of this prdblehi. -We 
thittk the interests of the country and of 
the fanners, for whom certain products 
of the plarit may be manufactured, will 
be served by private 
operation 
under 


suitable and careful Supervision. The poli- 
ticians think otherwise. 
They want it 


turned over to office holders and an army 
of federal employes; 
It 
all makes for 


larger political spoils and greater "inter- 
est" in government. The president does 
not agree with this view. Indications are 
not lacking that th£ compromise finally 
reached by congress is a weak rather than 
a strong disposition of the Mtlscle Shoals 
property. If the president lets tho bill die 
without his signature we would incline to 
the opinion that he is right and congress 
wrong. 


Considered in its purely political as-

PERILS OF FISH DA)T 


Mr. Stcfansson tells in his book "The Friendly 


Arctic" (which Is to my mind the greatest of books 
about polar arctic exploration) how he enjoyed hug< 
meals of frozen raw fish, when he finally got away 
from his kind but misguided friends and off by 
sledge over the Ice to the hospital 30 days' travel 
away, with typhoid fever. 
Every doctor knows 


something about the ravenous appetite of the ty- 
phoid patient for real food. I3ut the joy Mr. Stcf- 
ansson got out of the frozen flsh pu/usled me. Not 
long ago I asked him, just before dinner, how he 
would like some raw flsh frozen to a turn. He said 
he would enjoy the delicacy If he could get the grade 
they had up north. He asked me if I cared for blue 
points on the half shell and •when I nodded an af- 
firmative he Intimated that I ain't tasted nuthln' 
yet. 


Some one sent me a clipping from which I deduce 


that a bitter battle has been going on in certain 
parts of Minnesota, over the question whether the 
Danes. Swedes or Firins prefer their Lake Super- 
ior—or the how many thousands of Minnesota lakes 
—fish raw or cooked. The call to the colors was 
sounded, it seems, when some doctor without appar- 
ent motive charged that Mlnnesotans eat flsh raw 
or practically raw. 


I have not seen with my own eyes, but I have 


recognized by. other scrises certain shell fish that 
I'd be sorry to eat raw, coddled, poached or devilled. 
But I can readily believe that the kind of fish they 
catch In Minnesota are excellent to eat in the style 
the Minnesotans eat 'cm—and I'd be delighted to 
take dinner with a Minnesotan in his own shack 
near the water, if I were not SO terribly afraid of 
flsh tapeworfn infection. 


In this country we have heretofore managed to 


get along1 very well with practically two kinds of 
tapeworm—the commonest that infests man being 
the beef tapeworm "(Tenla saglnata), and a Com- 
paratively small proportion of cases of human in- 
Testatloh by -the pork tapeworm (Tenia solium). 
Lately, however, medical biologists have found that 
In certain parts of the country, notably Minnesota 
and upper Michigan, the fresh water fishes harbor 
Still a third kind of tapeworm that will infest man 
f ho cats\he flsh raw or underdone, and this one 
pears a title not one whit more alarming than the 
condition it produces in'human hosts Dibothrice- 
phalus latus, or broad tapeworm. This tapeworm 
was formerly found 
only in certain immigrants 


frdm Finland, Sweden and other Baltic countries, 
and the x experts believe these immigrants brought 
:hc parasites to America, and their excrement car- 
ried the tapeworm eggs or larvae to the fishes. 


Let us ndt dwell on the impairment of health 


caused by infestatiort with the fish tapeworm, fur- 
her than to say it is more marked than Infestation 
with either of the other kinds of tapeworm. I must 
warn readers here that of course I can give no 
counsel or encouragement to persons who undertake 
o diaghose^br treat their own tapeworm, actual or 
magined. This is a question to be submitted to the 
udgment of your physician. 
Varieties of flsh that have been found infested 


are the great northern pike, wall eyed pike, sand 
pike, perch, salmon. Probably most varieties of fish 
are inefsted in regions where the flsh tapeworm is 
prevalent. 


Tfie best assurance against infestation by the dsh 


Apeworm is thorough cooking of the fish, just as 
;hbroti£h cooklhg bf beef'or pbrk protects against 
ififestatloh with beef Or pork tapeworm.

Sometimes persons 
who have had successful surgical treatment do 
ater develop a new rupture.

Of course 
he numerous plasters* appliances and medicaments 
purporting to cure rupture are-humbugs.

age. Perhaps your legs seem bowe'd to you merely 
because they are so skinny. You should endeavor

on flesh—you ought to weigh 30 pounds 


more. Inclose a stamped envelope bearing- your ad- 
dress, and ask for instructions for gaining weight 
but do not send clippings.

"JIPPJNG STREET" 


An American publishing house re- 


cently 
brought out two4books at 


about the same time that were re- 
markably similar in length, format 
and makeup but also in spirit. One 
was called "Cambric Tea" and the 
other "Jipping Street." 


Both are very brief books, only 


about 150 pages of large type with 
generous margins. ,Each'-can" quite 
comfortably be read in an hour. Both 
are by women and both describe the 
authors' childhoods. One is an Amer- 
ican who tells of her experiences as a 
child in the middle west. The other 
:s an Englishwoman who describes her 
childhood in a London slum called 
'Jipping Street." 


Reading the two books one after 


the other gives a vivid sense of the 
contrast between a semi-rural Amer- 
ican home and a London slum _home 
as it affects 
the 
children of "those 


places. The one while cramped and 
limited by circumstances is whole- 
some and health-givTng. 
The child 


that has good stuff in her has an op- 
portunity to develop herself. In the 
other it is only by a miracle that the 
good is not choked and that the child 
s enabled to struggle out of "Jipping 
Street" into the sunlight of a larger 
ife. 


"Jipping Street" is a poignant 


chronicle. Its style is slightly marred 
>y conscious rhetoric but\not se'r- 
ously so. And not at all when you 
remember the author. 
This little 


slum girl ground down by toll 
and 


Poverty and vicious surroundings 
jritted her teeth and determined to 
get out of Jipping Street. At fifteen 
amazingly, she bought herself a set 
of Gibbon's "Decline and Fall" and 
Macauley's "History of England" and 
read and re-read the books, rolling 
the sonorous sentences over her 
:ongue. She admits that she became 
obsessed with the mere soundrOf words 
in her lonely,barc room. 
,It is easy to imagine her rolling her 
own sentences over her tongue when 
she began to write a book of her own. 
I feel certain she read every sentence 
over aloud to herself again and again. 
There are whole phrases and sentences 
that she uses over and over' again: 
She was evidently in love with the 
sound of them. To the cold-blooded 
reader that is a fault:- he7 calls it 
"rhatoric," but a little exercise of the 
imagination helps at least to explain 
and thus minimise the defect. 


The stuff of the book is real enough. 


Kathleen Woodward, the author, lived 
\rith her Invalid father, her mother 


and five brothers and sisters in two 
rooms in a, London slum. The mother 
was the support of the family and she 
docs it by taking in washing in 
the 


crowded house. The picture of the 
grinding poverty of the slight mitiga- 
tion of & moment's rest and a glass 
Of beer in,a public house, the brutali- 
ties of the brutal and the divine kind- 
nesses of the kind — all'this is told 
with a poignant sense of the tragedy 
and the vulgarity and the futility of 
life .in slum surroundings that is not 
ofte'n met with in afiy book. The iron 
has gone down deep into the soul of 
the girl who passed her precious child- 
hood in such surroundings and she 
strips away-from the aliim all the 
sentimentalities that other Writers not 
personally acquainted with them have 
giv^h to them. (J'Jipping Street" — 
symbol of all slums—is nothing less 
than hell and a moral manure heap, 
but even on this heap Kathleen Wood- 
ward found some souls lliat kept $ure 
and beautiful. 


No less poignant is the sense of re- 


volt that the little girl shows. 
She 


would pull herSelf out of the muck 
and the book seems to prove that she 
did. The story ends when she is on 
the Verge of womanhood. She is still 
in her bare little room at the end and 
nothing is said about any success that 
caused her release. But evidently it 
came or we would not have the book. 


The reading of the book gives you 


the sense of having looked on a muck- 
heap and having seen a few flowers 
even there.
